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Mother’s bitter-sweet birthday memories as £150k raised

THE mother of Tunisia terror at¬ 
tack victim Joel Richards says she 
hopes people will continue to back 
the charity in his name after it hit 
the £150,000 fundraising mark. 

Suzy Evans has told of her difficult times 
despite the charity milestone, as she com¬ 
memorated what would have been Joel’s 
23rd birthday, spending an evening with his 
friends recalling happier times. 

But it was tinged with sadness, after having recently 
lost her mother, Maureen, who died in May aged 74, 
and with her 18-year-old son 
Owen away at summer camp in 
America. 

But she is urging people to 
support the Smile for Joel char¬ 
ity, which she set up with son 
Owen by signing up for their 
charity run next month. 

The Run For Joel event takes 
place in Sandwell Valley Park on 
September 9 and is the charity’s 
main annual fundraiser. 

Suzy Evans Student Joel, from Wednes- 

bury, died alongside uncle Adrian Evans, grandfather 
Patrick Evans and 35 others in the terror attacks near 
Sousse in 2015. 

The 19-year-old Walsall fan, whose birthday is Au¬ 
gust 3, and who was a promising referee, was awarded 
a string of posthumous honours. 

Suzy said: “It’s been a really hard time, especially 
being on my own. My mum never really got over losing 
her husband, her only son and her grandson. She’d been 
in good health up to then but their deaths broke her 
heart. Owen has been an inspiration to us all with the 
way he has coped and the work he does for the charity. 

“He’d signed up for Camp America for the summer 
and rightly stuck to his plans. So I got together with 
Joel’s friends locally and we raised a glass to him.” 

Suzy is delighted to have passed the £150,000 mark in 
the Smile For Joel fundraising campaign, which works 
with the charity Victim Support to help those affected 
by murder and terrorism. But her main focus is to raise 
the total even higher with the Colour Blast Party run, 
a new twist to the annual fundraiser, when people can 
choose between 5k and 3K routes. 

“Joel had done a couple of half-marathons, he would 
have just loved this event. It’s not about winning, or 
times, it’s about having fun,” she said.

LITTER-PICKERS took to the waters of a 
Walsall canal to help crack down on rub¬ 
bish being dumped. 

More than 40 volunteers were in the 
town at the weekend to support the na¬ 
tional Plastic Patrol initiative. 

In a single day, between 10am and 4pm, 
they helped remove six tons of litter from 
the waterways on almost a mile of canal. 

Councillor Doug James, who helped out 
on the day, said: “There were 40 volun¬ 
teers who all went out on paddle boards 
and picked up as much plastic as possible 
to help improve our environment and our 


canals. We spoke to a lot of local people 
and everyone was delighted with the work 
everyone was doing from the canalside. 

“We want to make it a permanent event 
from September onwards in Walsall.” 

Plastic Patrol was launched by Lizzie 
Carr in 2016 to help tackle the global issue 
of plastic pollution. The scheme tours the 
UK and helps remove water from canals 
and rivers all over. 

Councillor James added: “Lizzie is fa¬ 
mous for doing a paddle board challenge 
across the English Channel. She was di¬ 
agnosed with cancer and fought that and 


is now in remission. We’re hoping to get 
£2,000 from the Canal & River Trust be¬ 
cause we want to make the Plastic Patrol 
app. 

“I’m going to be linking with local youth 
groups that have paddle boards but do not 
use them and set up a programme of plastic 
patrols for anybody interested. 

“We filled so many bags with general 
litter in such a small space. Lizzie told me 
that it was quite clear that Walsall canals 
were the worst she’s worked on. This is a 
sad indictment of how local people neglect 
and throw rubbish away.”

Black Country men 
jailed for murder 

TWO Black Country men have been jailed 
for life for the murder of Hereford man 
Robert Eacock. 

Anthony Boyd, of Circuit Close, Willen¬ 
hall, and Artaf Hussain, of Slater Street, 
Tipton, have been sentenced to life im¬ 
prisonment, with a minimum of 25 years. 

Robert was stabbed in broad daylight 
on January 29, by drug dealer Boyd, who 
was in league with Hussain, who in a 
phone call, encouraged Boyd to harm the 
victim. Mr Eacock, aged 33, tried to pur¬ 
sue his attacker - but collapsed and later 
died in hospital. 

In full view of passers-by, Boyd, 23, 
rushed towards the victim from behind 
and stabbed him once in the back. Boyd 
then ran from the scene. 

The police investigation revealed that 
in the hours after the stabbing, Boyd left 
Hereford and travelled to Tipton where 
he met up with Hussain, 31, at the flat of 
an associate Luke Mansell. 

Knowing the crime Boyd had commit¬ 
ted, Mansell, 21, of High Street, Tipton, 
proceeded to provide him with a change 
of clothing. Mansell was charged with as¬ 
sisting an offender and entered a guilty 
plea at an earlier court hearing - he is yet 
to be sentenced.

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'Sludge' Lees funeral date announced 



THE funeral of comedian Ian ‘Sludge’ 
Lees takes place at the end of this 
month, his family have revealed. 

Tributes have flooded in to the star 
who died last week aged 74, just weeks 
after being diagnosed with cancer. His 
son, Tom Mills, announced the funeral 
will take place at St Mary’s Church in 
Cannock on August 30, at 11.30am. 

The service, which is open to the 
public, will be followed by a private 
cremation at Bushbury Crematorium. 
A wake, also open to the public, will be 
held at Molineux Stadium’s WV1 Suite. 


Mr Mills said: “We would like to invite 
everyone who knew Dad or who wishes 
to pay their respects to Dad to St Mary’s 
and also the Molineux afterwards. 

“Dad spend his life performing to 
large crowds, making them laugh and I 
know he would have wanted his funeral 
to be a celebration of his life with lots in 
attendance.” 

‘Sludge’ was born and grew up in 
Cannock, first appearing as a singing 
act at pubs in the town aged just 10. In 
the 1970s he changed his career path to 
become a comedian, and appeared on 


televisions shows such as New Faces 
and Tiswas. In 1992, he became part of 
Granada TV’s The Comedians. 

He then toured the Midlands circuit 
for the next 26 years. Fan John Lowman 
started a group on Facebook in appre¬ 
ciation of the comedian nine years ago. 

He said: “I first met Ian in the late 
70s and quickly spotted what a nice 
warm person he was. I thought he was 
as funny off-stage as on. In fact it didn’t 
matter if he was performing on-stage 
to 500 or a couple of mates at a bar he 
would give it 100 per cent every time.” 


Patient started fire 
in room at hospital 


A PATIENT at Walsall Manor bar¬ 
ricaded himself into a room be¬ 
fore setting it on fire. 

Health bosses have revealed the ter¬ 
rifying moment ‘flames were high and 
the ceiling lights were buckling under 
the heat’. 

Following the incident, quick-thinking 
staff who saved the man’s life and put out 
the fire have been praised. 

Ward 17 Manager Michelle Crutchley 
and Sister Michelle Williams sprang into 
action when a patient with mental health 
issues barricaded himself into a side room 
and set fire to clothes which quickly spread 
to a chair and his bed. 

They also reassured other patients and 
stopped the blaze spreading to other areas. 

In a stroke of luck Ms Crutchley had 
only done a fire training course at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust the day before. 

She explained: “The fire was started 
around 7am and I think both Michelle and 
I just went into coping mode - helped by 
some of our other fantastic colleagues. 

“Our Sister Dicelyn Gante managed to 
get through the barricaded door, cut the 
patient free from his drip and drag him to 
safety while Michelle and I fought the fire. 

“The flames were high; the ceiling lights 
were buckling in the heat and there was a 
lot of smoke. 

“I’d only been on a fire training course 
the day before so it goes to show how im¬ 
portant it is to know what type of extin¬ 
guisher to use and how to react according 
to the type of fire.” 

Ms Williams added: “We’re a respiratory 
ward so you can imagine the effect that 
smoke would have had on our patients.” 

Both carried on working their shift but 
admitted that the shock of what had hap¬ 
pened did hit them a while later. 

West Midlands Fire service commended 
their actions and said the fire could have 
potentially resulted in the death of the pa¬ 
tient. 

It could also have spread to the rest of 
the ward if they hadn’t acted so quickly.

MEMBERS of a swimming club in 
Walsall went up against some 650 
competitors to take runners-up 
spot in a national competition. 

Swimmers from Walsall Synchro¬ 
nised Swimming Club in Tower 
Street claimed overall second place 
at the Synchro Combo Cup event at 
London Aquatics Centre. 

More than 700 swimmers from 
88 teams from 34 clubs across the 


country took part in the competi¬ 
tion, with City of Salford coming 
out on top. 

Amy Baker, Walsall Synchro¬ 
nised Swimming Club’s head 
coach, said: “The Combo Cup was 
a national competition. We fin¬ 
ished second which was a massive 
achievement. The plan was to win 
but we were proud and pleased 
with the girls and how they swam. 


“We had about about 60 girls 
compete, tit’s the end of a lot of 
hard work.” 

They train four days a week to 
‘get things right’ and will be start¬ 
ing to train once again for the up¬ 
coming competitions. 

The focus will be on the Midland 
Age Group Championship for Syn¬ 
chronised Swimming in October 6 
at Walsall Gala Baths. 


Magistrates' 
numbers are 
down third 
in 3 years 

THE number of magistrates in the 
Black Country has plummeted by more 
than a third in just three years - one of 
the steepest drops across the whole of 
England and Wales. 

Across the region there are 233 fewer 
magistrates than there were in 2015, 
with budget cuts and recruitment prob¬ 
lems blamed for the reduction. 

The figures have prompted warn¬ 
ings that the dwindling numbers could 
hinder the administration of justice, 
with magistrates increasingly sitting in 
benches of two rather than three due to 
shortages. 

Figures from the Courts and Tribu¬ 
nals Judiciary show that in the Black 
Country, there are 259 magistrates cur¬ 
rently sitting in the area, compared with 
411 three years ago. 

Chief executive Jon Collins said: 
“Three people will always be able to 
make better decisions. These situations 
should not be normalised, particularly 
for decisions of innocence or guilt.” 

Independent charity Transform Jus¬ 
tice said that two-person benches are a 
serious problem. 

Charity director and former magis¬ 
trate Penelope Gibbs, said: “In these 
cases the bench is likely to be less di¬ 
verse, and decisions not as fair.”

Liquidation 
now in final 
phase for 
Carillion 

THE liquidation of Carillion has en¬ 
tered its final stages, the Official Re¬ 
ceiver has revealed, with the last of its 
contracts taken over by new compa¬ 
nies. 

More than 400 people have been 
transferred along with the new con¬ 
tracts, bringing the number of jobs 
saved following the collapse to 13,945 
- nearly three in four of the original 
workforce. 

But another nine will leave this 
week, bringing the total job losses at 
the construction and services giant to 
2,787. 

Another 240 staff are being kept on 
to handle paperwork and ensure com¬ 
panies supplying Carillion during the 
liquidation will be paid. Around 120 of 
them are based at the company’s for¬ 
mer Wolverhampton head offices in 
Salop Street. It is not known how long 
their jobs will last. Carillion collapsed 
in January after the Government re¬ 
fused to bail the company out. 

The Official Receiver called in ac¬ 
countants PwC to act as special man¬ 
agers of the process, which involved 
finding new companies to take over 
hundreds of Carillion contracts, in¬ 
cluding 450 with Government depart¬ 
ments. 

These contracts were kept running 
to ensure essential public services 
across hospitals, schools, roads, rail 
and elsewhere were maintained. 

But work on the Midland Metro¬ 
politan Hospital at Smethwick was 
brought to a halt and remains stalled. 
Latest estimates are that may now 
open four years late, in 2022. 

In an update the Official Receiver 
said agreements to transfer the last 
of 278 contracts provided by Carillion 
to new service providers were now in 
place “signalling the end of the trad¬ 
ing phase of the liquidation.” 

Trains cancelled 
by gas main fire 

TRAINS were cancelled just ahead of 
rush hour after a gas main caught fire 
in Walsall. 

Crews from West Midlands Fire 
Service attended the incident in 
Wednesbury Road in Bescot last week 
after reports of a minor fire under a 
railway bridge. 

A spokesman for the service said 
firefighters made the scene safe and 
then stood by while the gas board 
dealt with the incident. 

Trains running on the Walsall and 
Chase line were cancelled due to the 
fire into the evening. 

West Midlands Railway kept pas¬ 
sengers updated on alternative ser¬ 
vices via social media, after some 
people shared their frustration on 
Twitter. 


Call to put problem 


tenants in one area 


A Sandwell councillor has called for 
nightmare neighbours to be housed 
in one area - and away from ‘nice 
streets’. Council bosses want new 
tenants to sign ‘good behaviour’ con¬ 
tracts to help prevent incidents of 
abuse, crime and intimidation. 

The new conditions were explained 
at a meeting of the authority’s Safer 
Neighbourhoods and Active Commu¬ 
nities Scrutiny Board last week fol¬ 
lowing a call from Councillor Maria 
Crompton for problem families to be 
housed together. 

The meeting was told there were 


3,018 incidents of anti-social behav¬ 
iour reported to police and the bor¬ 
ough council last year, of which 426 
were investigated further. 

The new tenancy condition is part 
of a series of measures to crackdown 
on problems which range from abusive 
language to threats and intimidation. 

Calling for abusive neighbours to be 
put in one area, Councillor Crompton 
highlighted families who had been 
evicted for anti-social behaviour then 
moved into new homes and blighted 
the area. She said: “You can have a 
street where families have been liv¬ 


ing for 30 or 40 years with no prob¬ 
lems. Then an abusive family, who 
have been thrown out from elsewhere, 
move in and ruin the area.” 

She added: “If you have been 
thrown out because of anti-social 
behaviour, you should not be going 
into nice streets. I would rather that 
we had all the problems in one place 
than wreck those we have no problems 
with.” 

Alan Caddick, director of housing, 
said officers were now carrying out 
follow-up visits and checking on ten¬ 
ants in an attempt to prevent prob¬ 


lems emerging. He added: “One of 
the things we are doing is renewing 
tenancy agreements and putting in a 
good behaviour contract, so everyone 
who signs up to a property with us will 
be expected to follow a good neighbour 
policy. We then need to do more work 
following that up and and ensuring 
that it is abided by.” 

In addition, each of Sandwell’s six 
towns will have a designated officer 
to deal with incidents and a borough 
wide anti-social behaviour manager is 
being recruited to drive forward im¬ 
provements.

Police in search 
for killer driver 

POLICE are searching for a driver 
who fled the scene after a crash that 
killed a teenager in Walsall. 

A 17-year-old boy died after the 
VW Golf he is believed to have been 
a passenger in ploughed into parked 
cars and a lamp post in Weston Street, 
Palfrey. 

Officers are now trying to trace the 
Golfs driver, who is thought to have 
fled after crashing shortly after mid¬ 
night last Thursday. The 17-year-old, 
from Malvern in Worcestershire, was 
found collapsed near the scene of the 
crash with multiple serious injuries, 
including to his head. 

He was taken Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital in Birmingham where he was 
later pronounced dead. Two 14-year- 
old female passengers were also in¬ 
jured. 

Anyone who witnessed the crash, or 
who has information about the driver, 
is asked to contact the Serious Colli¬ 
sion Investigation Unit on 101 quot¬ 
ing log 36 from August 2.

ON the exact day 104 years ago that Britain 
declared war on Germany, people gathered to 
remember their sacrifice at a special open-air 
service. A plaque to those from Bilston, Et- 
tingshall and Bradley who died in the First 
World War and other conflicts was unveiled 
on August 4 by the Deputy Lord Lieutenant 
Sylvia Parkin. 

The memorial marks the re-dedication of 
the Portland stone cross which is to be re¬ 
stored to its former glory before this year’s 
Remembrance ceremony in November. 

The ceremony closely followed the original 


service of dedication in 1921, including the 
singing of the National Anthem and Abide 
With Me and the sounding of the Last Post. 

The lesson was read by Councillor Steve 
Simkins, chairman of the Bilston Remem¬ 
bered Group, set up four years ago to ensure 
those who gave their lives locally are appro¬ 
priately honoured. 

Since then 50 local people who died in the 
conflict but whose names do not appear on 
any town memorial have come to their notice. 

It is planned to have them added, once ver¬ 
ified, before Remembrance Day. 



A DEVASTATED 11-year-old deaf girl is fighting 
for subtitles with movies after being let down at 
one of a town’s main cinemas. 

In a heartfelt letter to the Light Cinema in Walsall 
town centre, Briar Hickenbottom-Marriot says she 
feels excluded, claiming it is discrimination against her. 

It comes after the cinema fanatic missed part of Incredibles 
2 when the cinema failed to feature subtitles despite the family 
being told they would be on. This comes alongside other films 
she has wanted to see in the 
past but has been unable to 
because it has not been shown 
with subtitles. 

The letter from Briar reads: 

‘I am very sad. I am deaf and 
I need subtitles to access any 
film. A few weeks ago I went 
to your cinema to see Incred¬ 
ibles because it was subtitled 
but you did not put the subti¬ 
tles on and I missed the first 
15 minutes of the film while 
my dad talked to the man¬ 
ager. This is not fair. 

‘I have been waiting to see 
Antman and The Wasp. My 
dad emailed you to ask when 
you will show it subtitled and 
you told him there were no 
plans to show it subtitled. Are 
you kidding me? Do you know 
what the equality act is? I live 
in Walsall and I want to go to 
my local cinema and spend 
money on my local facilities. 

You are excluding me. This is 
discrimination.One in six peo¬ 
ple are deaf.’ 

Briar was born with Gold- 
enhar Syndrome which has 
means she has been deaf from 
birth but she knows sign lan¬ 
guage and can speak. She is 
a big film fan and dreams of 
being an actress one day. 

Her mother, Leanne, is 
chief executive at Sandwell 
Deaf Community Association. 

She said: “This is a national

problem for deaf people, it is 
not just at this cinema. 

“They show one subtitled 
film a week but if that film is 
Mission Impossible which has 
an 18 rating then she cannot 
go to see that movie. 

“I am trying to get her to be 
independent for when me and 
her father cannot be around 
her but it is so hard without 
the infrastructure in place. I 
do not want her to think there 
is anything she cannot do.” 

Phil Dove, operations man¬ 
ager, said the cinema shows 
at least one subtitled movie 
every week but does not plan 
its coverage in advance. He 
added: “The film was not 
scheduled for that week. We 
cater for people needing sub¬ 
titles, we are autism friendly, 
dementia friendly and baby 
friendly. We consider our¬ 
selves a major leader in lots of 
these areas.”

Third 'can't afford 
to pay upfront’ 

MORE than a third of people say they 
cannot afford to pay for items or bills 
in one go, a survey has found. 

Some 36 per cent of people say they 
do not have enough funds to pay bills 
upfront in a single lump sum, Nation¬ 
wide Home Insurance found. 

Despite the potential to make sav¬ 
ings by paying that way, rather than 
spreading the cost in some cases, 
nearly a fifth of people surveyed said 
no amount of money saving would 
encourage them to pay their bills in 
one go, rising to nearly a quarter of 
over-55s. 

Less than a third of people opt to 
pay for bills and policies upfront.

Families hope to top 100,000 signatures

THEY were both innocent 
young men on nights out with 
friends - but both suffered the 
same horrific fate. 

Reagan Asbury was stabbed 
in the neck during fighting be¬ 
tween rival boxing fans outside 
Walsall Town Hall last Octo¬ 
ber. 

Ryan Passey was knifed in 
the chest during a fracas in the 
former Chicago’s nightclub in 
Stourbridge a year ago, with 
the anniversary of the tragedy 
passing on Monday this week. 


Both families then went 
through the emotional torment 
of enduring long trials, which 
finally ended without murder 
convictions. 

In 19-year-old Reagan’s case, 
Tyrone Andrew was cleared of 
murder, but found guilty of 
manslaughter and jailed for 14 
years. 

And in 24-year-old Ryan’s 
case, Kobe Murray, 19, of The 
Broadway, Dudley, was cleared 
of murder and manslaughter. 

A memorial match for Ryan 


will take place between Wolves 
All-Stars and a ‘Justice for 
Ryan’ team on September 30. 

The event will be held at 
Stourbridge FC and will be 
preceded by a march organisers 
hope will act as a demonstra¬ 
tion against knife crime. 

The family also want the 
law changed to allow victim’s 
families to appeal against jury 
rulings. 

A petition, as a result of their 
campaign, has almost 20,000 
signatures. 


If it reaches 100,000, their 
cause will get debated in Par¬ 
liament. 

Now, the family of Reagan 
have added their names to the 
online signature list. 

Reagan’s sister, 24-year-old 
Elysia, said: “There must be an 
opportunity to appeal against a 
jury’s ruling. 

“When a case is so serious it 
cannot be left to one chance.”

I want justice for my 
Reagan, says mother

‘A PARAMEDIC looked at me 
- the look a mum would give 
to another mum, I knew it 
was bad then’. 

Fighting back tears Reagan As- 
bury’s heartbroken mother has 
spoken out for the first time since 
her young son was stabbed to death 
as trouble broke out after a boxing 
match in the Black 
Country. 

Helen Kirwan 
and the rest of the 
family were hop¬ 
ing to raise a glass 
to seeing justice 
done for 19-year- 
old Reagan fol¬ 
lowing the trial of 
his killer Tyrone 
Andrew. 

But the jury cleared the 22-year- 
old drug dealer, of St Helens Street, 
Derby, of murder instead finding 
him guilty of manslaughter and sen¬ 
tencing him to 14 years in prison. He 
could be out in seven years. 

Appeal 

The verdict has rocked Reagan’s 
family - including his father Julian 
and sisters Elysia and Fharen - who 
had all been expecting a sentence of at 
least 25 years for Andrew. 

His determined mother says the 
fight for justice now goes on for her 
son - a former Ormiston Shelfield 
Academy pupil - who was knifed in 
the neck from behind. 

She and her family now want a 
change of law to allow an appeal 
against the jury’s decision to clear 
killer Andrew of murder. The 48-year- 
old, said: “Something went seriously 
wrong. We are all overwhelmed. He 


admitted putting the knife in Rea¬ 
gan’s neck.” 

Miss Kirwan last saw her son alive, 
leaving their Pelsall home to watch 
the boxing match featuring local 
fighter Luke Paddock on October 14. 

Trouble erupted outside the town 
hall after the bout between Paddock 
and opposing fighter Derby-based 
Myron Mills’s fans. 

A seven-week trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court saw chilling footage of 
Andrew creeping up behind his victim 
‘like an animal stalking prey’ before 
knifing him in the neck. Reagan’s 
mother received a call from her sister, 
also at the event, telling her that her 
son was hurt. 

She rushed to the scene with Ju¬ 
lian. She said: “I did think he was 


hurt, but not in that way and when 
I got there they [paramedics] were 
already working on him. 

“The paramedics did that much 
CPR it was unreal. A paramedic 
looked at me - the look a mum would 
give to another mum, I knew it was 
bad then.” She added: “God must 
have taken him - he got taken out of 
life so quickly.” 

They had heard claims from An¬ 
drew, who fled the country after the 
attack, that he was acting in self-de¬ 
fence while trying to get away from a 
‘racist mob’. 

Reagan’s sister Elysia, 24, said: 
“We want the right to appeal for a 
retrial. 

“We genuinely thought, because of 
knife crime going up, that the case 


would make an example, we thought 
we would be walking out that court 
room with him (Andrew) getting at 
least a 25-year sentence. Not that he 
would be out in seven years.” 

Under current law, convicted of¬ 
fenders can appeal over jury’s rulings 
and sentences, but victims and their 
families cannot. 

Meanwhile, Reagan’s football 
jacket and boots are hanging in the 
conservatory, his car parked in the 
garden and the towel he left after his 
last shower, untouched. 

The teenager’s home, a converted 
garage in the family’s back garden in 
Pelsall, is as it was the fateful evening 
he left to watch a boxing match. 

“I can’t clean anything, because I’m 
scared I’ll wash him away,” says his 
mother Helen, surrounded by framed 
pictures of her popular son. 

“I feel like he should still be com¬ 
ing to walk through the door in any 
moment.” 

Reagan had played for his football 
team, Pelsall United where he had 
overcome his fear of taking penalties, 
scoring the winning spot kick in a vic¬ 
tory for his team. 

He returned home beaming. And 
later he got ready to go out. 

He was last seen by his mother 
getting into his girlfriend Georgia’s 
brother’s car, smiling from ear to ear. 
But later things would go very wrong. 

Declan Kemp-Francis, 23, of Derby, 
was acquitted of violent disorder but 
found guilty of assisting Andrew 
by driving him to Derby. Ryandeep 
Sidhu, 22, also from Derby, was found 
guilty of assisting Andrew by taking 
the knife. Both were jailed for 30 
months. 

Reagan’s father Julian, aged 51, 
said of the jury’s verdict: “It felt like 
Reagan’s life meant nothing. 

“We can’t accept that. The case 
gives the green light for knife crime.”

“My orother was a remarkable 
character. You always felt his pres¬ 
ence when he entered into a room - 
always laughing, joking, always had a 
smile on his face, and so calm. He was 
wise beyond his years. 

“Even though I’m his older sister I 
used to go to him for advice 

“He had a positive impact on any¬ 
one he came into contact with.” 

She said the impact on the whole 
family had been devastating. 

“There’s been a void in our life that 
will be there for the rest of our lives,” 
she said.

“It will always be empty. In our 
house, his car is still on the drive, 
I walk past his bedroom, his coat is 
hanging up in the hallway, his shoes - 
it just feels so fresh and that actually 
he’s going to come back through the 
door any minute - that’s how it feels.” 

Elysia urged people to stop carry¬ 
ing knives: “It wrecks lives, it wrecks 
communities. 

For some reason people think they 
need to leave the house with a knife. 
I don’t know where that comes from. 
I don’t know whether it’s the culture 
that needs to change, I don’t know 
whether it’s society’s attitude that 
needs to change, I don’t know if it’s 
the legal system, if it’s tougher sen¬ 
tences. 

I don’t know what needs to change 
but something needs to be done be¬ 
cause young people are carrying 
knives now and people don’t seem to 
be listening or abiding by the law. 

“That’s something that I will con¬ 
centrate on and campaign for - to 
stop.” 

She added: “Reagan had a positive 
impact on every single person he came 
into contact with, and will continue to 
do so. His legacy will live on.”

Chairman: 
Wolves may 
be leaving 
Molineux 

WOLVES could leave their Molineux 
home of 129 years and build a new 
stadium elsewhere, chairman Jeff Shi 
has revealed. 

The club needs to make a decision 
on whether to stay at Molineux by the 
end of the season, he said. 

Wolves are looking at how to ex¬ 
pand the stadium if they stay in the 
Premier League. They have plans to 
double the South Bank in size to a sin¬ 
gle-tier 10,000-seater stand. 

That work is due to start next sum¬ 
mer and it was previously thought 
there were no plans to leave Molineux. 

However, Shi told FC Business that 
Wolves will soon have to make a deci¬ 
sion on whether to stay at Molineux. 
He said: “I think by the end of the 
season we will make some crucial de¬ 
cisions on whether to expand the sta¬ 
dium or build a new stadium. 

“Molineux is important for the 
fans of course and we are looking at 
it and have architects looking at de¬ 
signs. The stadium is in the centre of 
the city; there is no space to expand 
the stadium too much. We are talk¬ 
ing about the maximum size of the 
stadium, maybe 40,000, 45,000 or 
50,000.” 

Managing director Laurie Dalrym- 
ple clarified Wolves’ position, saying: 
“Whilst we have always been clear 
about our ambition to grow Wolves 
on and off the pitch, leaving Molineux 
would always be a last resort for us.” 

Delays after lorry 
and cars in crash 

MOTORISTS faced long delays after 
a crash on the M5 blocked the motor¬ 
way in both directions. 

The accident happened between 
Junctions 1 and 2 where a major 
roadworks scheme is under way at 
Oldbury Viaduct. No-one is believed 
to have been injured in the incident 
which took place last Wednesday. 

A lorry and two cars were involved 
in the smash between West Bromwich 
and Oldbury at around 7.30am. 

Traffic backed up three miles north¬ 
bound to Halesowen at Junction 3 
with delays reported of around 30 
minutes. And the route was heavily 
congested southbound past the M6 
link at Great Barr towards Junction 
10 at Walsall with long queues of up 
to an hour.

Staff from Walsall integrated Sex¬ 
ual Health (WiSH) took part in the 
FRSH (Faculty of Sexual and Repro¬ 
ductive Healthcare) emergency con¬ 
traception benchmarking audit which 
ran from January to April this year. 

Out of 146 services - which included 
96 specialist services and 53 GP ser¬ 
vices - Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
was ranked first place. The audit fo¬ 
cused on four standards for services 
providing emergency contraception 
to benchmark their practice against 
other services in the UK.

Disabled? You just 
leapt out of your car! 


YOU may have noticed a new crop of stick¬ 
ers appearing in the rear windows of cars. The 
message goes something like: “No, I don’t 
look disabled - but then you don’t look pig-ig¬ 
norant.” These waspish little banners mark 
the opening salvo in a new phase of Britain’s 
worsening car-parking war. It began some years 
ago when the suspicion grew that blue badg¬ 
es, supposedly issued only to people with real 
mobility problems, were being used dishonestly 
by some able-bodied drivers to use disabled 
parking places. If you can barely walk, it must 
be galling to find “your” space taken by some¬ 
one who leaps out of the car and briskly strides 
away. From next year, expect more friction as 
people with “hidden disabilities” such as au¬ 
tism and mental-health issues are granted blue 
badges, increasing the number from about 2.4 
million to four million.

Parking: 
999 staff 
are not 
above law 

ATTACKS on medical staff - both verbal 
and physical - together with damage 
caused to ambulances are, sadly, be¬ 
coming all too frequent. 

Two high-profile cases include a wom¬ 
an in Stoke-on-Trent who left an abusive 
note on an ambulance parked outside her 
home while medics attended an emer¬ 
gency, and one in Birmingham which 
saw a paramedic threatened and abused 
while treating a sick patient. Last month 
crews were attacked with bricks while re¬ 
sponding to a false claim that a 13-year- 
old girl was in cardiac arrest. 

For any member of the emergency ser¬ 
vices, simply carrying out their duties, this 
kind of behaviour is sick, abhorrent, and 
one can only hope that those responsible 
are never in need of life-saving treatment. 

However, much has been made about 
the ambulance staff given a parking ticket 
for stopping on double yellow lines while 
the occupants got out to buy a drink. 

The warden responsible has been rep¬ 
rimanded and the firm he works for, Euro 
Parking Services, suspended from car¬ 
rying out patrols by the landowners. The 
firm did apologise and admitted the ticket 
should not have been issued. 

But am I the only one thinking the war¬ 
den was right, and that he too was only 
doing his job? He argued that an ambu¬ 
lance should only park on double yellow 
lines in an emergency situation. 

The medics, overworked I agree, need¬ 
ed a drink after hours on the road. No 
problem. Staff said the vehicle was too 
wide for regular bays and did not want 
to use a disabled space. An admirable 
stance. And I know that all NHS staff, and 
Armed Services personnel, perform hero¬ 
ic tasks. But does this mean they should 
be allowed to act above the law? Does 
it give them the right to park where they 
want even when not on emergency calls? 

After all, if it was any ordinary Joe, there 
would be no extenuating circumstances. 

The British Parking Association’s code 
of contact advises its members to “re¬ 
spect the needs of the emergency ser¬ 
vices” and allow them to carry out their 
duties without enforcement action being 
taken against them. The code states: 
“This means that you must not issue 
parking charge notices to liveried vehi¬ 
cles being used for operational fire, police 
or ambulance purposes.” 

There is a danger here, though, that 
this could lead to more confrontation. 
While I respect and admire our medics for 
the job they do and would never condone 
attacks or abuse, I think there should be 
more consideration on their part, too.

THUGS stole hanging bas¬ 
kets and plants from a church 
only weeks before judges 
were due to visit for the Heart 
in Bloom competition. 

Church-goers at St John’s 
Methodist Church in Victoria 
Avenue, Bloxwich, spent months 
giving up their time to prepare 
for the town’s in bloom competi¬ 
tion by planting flowers and litter 
picking - only to come close to 
pulling out at the last minute. 

The four baskets, which were do¬ 
nated by families to remember recent¬ 
ly-deceased loved ones, were stolen on 
July 14 or 15 while the judges were 
due to come just under two weeks later 
on July 26. 

The baskets were hung high to pro¬ 
tect them from thieves but the culprits 
kicked over a bench and stood on it to 
reach them. 

Children and family worker for the 
church Vickie Heydon-Matterface, 
aged 41, of Pelsall, said: “Last year we 
were the top end of a level four and 
level five is considered to be outstand¬ 
ing so we were determined to give it 
that last push this year. 

“We worked all-year round and kept 
a portfolio of what we had planted plus 
we helped to improve the community 
by litter picking and cut down trees 
in spots where there was anti-social 
behaviour. We also made rooms more 
available in the church for the commu¬ 
nity to use. 

“When we heard about the flowers, 
we were devastated. The caretaker had 
found the bench on its side which we 
think they used to reach the flowers. 

“I called up Heart in Bloom and 
explained what happened and said 
we may have to pull out but there 


was such a massive reaction on social 
media that it saved the day. 

“We estimate £100 worth of plants 
was stolen but it is not about the 
price, it is more about the time and 
effort that went into it. The girls from 
Brownies, who planted the flowers, 
looked like they were about to burst 
into tears when they found out.” 

An appeal for information was 


posted onto the church’s Facebook 
group which received a massive reac¬ 
tion and Essington Parish Councillor 
James Slim donated hanging baskets 
meaning they were able to still take 
part in the competition. Church mem¬ 
bers also donated pots in the following 
days. They will find out the results of 
the competition on September 27 at an 
awards ceremony in Acocks Green.

Olwen celebrates 
100th milestone

IT seems longevity is in the genes for a Tipton-born wom¬ 
an who has just turned 100. Olwen Freeman’s grandfather 
lived until he was 102. 

Born on July 26, 1918, Olwen’s father was a railway sig¬ 
nalman who was exempt from serving in the First World 
War. She attended her local elementary school and later 
went to a commercial college in Wednesbury to learn short¬ 
hand and typing 

During the Second World War she was in a restricted oc¬ 
cupation working in a drawing office of an arms producer. 
She met her future husband, Victor, a bomber pilot, who 
flew in a Halifax and did 45 bombing raids over Germany 
and Italy, during the war and the couple married in 1946 
in a registry office. 

They had one son, John, who was born in 1947, and made 
their family home in Sedgley, near Dudley. She now lives at 
Burgess Court, Ludlow.

character' 


CHILD killer Ricky Walker was described by 
a judge as a ‘man of good character’ as he 
was jailed for six years for killing his son. 

Judge Justice Morris also told Walker: “You did 
not intend the terrible consequences of your ac¬ 
tions.” Walker, 27, stood accused of murder and 
child cruelty after the death of his six-month-old son 


Kay den. 

However, he was acquit¬ 
ted on both charges, instead 
being convicted of the man¬ 
slaughter of his baby. 

Kayden died of cata¬ 
strophic injuries at the fam¬ 
ily home in Bilston back in 
2016. Addressing Walker, 
Justice Morris said: “You 
are a man of good character 
with no record of previous 
offending. 

“As we have seen from 
the video footage, you were 
an otherwise loving father 
who had assumed much of 
the burden of responsibility 
of childcare. 

“ Kayden’s death resulted 
from a momentary loss of 
temper and control, against 
a background of tiredness 
and stress in looking after 
the children. 

“You did not intend to 
cause his death or serious 
harm to him. You shook 
him in temper and in doing 
so intended to cause him 
some harm, but you did not

intend the terrible conse¬ 
quences of your actions.” 

Justice Morris added: 
“The death of a child is al¬ 
ways distressing and shock¬ 
ing. The thoughts of a life 
not lived stay with us all.” 

A month-long trial heard 
allegations that Kayden was 
subjected to cruelty which 
led to an earlier head injury, 
several weeks before his 
death on June 12, 2016. 

The infant went into car¬ 
diac arrest at his home in 
Walnut Close, Bilston, and 
was pronounced dead in 
hospital about an hour after 
Walker dialled 999. 

Defence barrister Ra¬ 
chel Brand QC, said: “He 
(Walker) was normally a 
gentle and passive man. 
This was an isolated inci¬ 
dent, loss of normal com¬ 
posure by a father who 99.9 
per cent of the time was lov¬ 
ing and caring.”

A NEW memorial bench 
has been donated to Pelsall 
Common in tribute to a love¬ 
able’ footballer who died at 
the age of 27. 

Popular lad Danny Donovan, 
who lived in the Pelsall area, died 
in 2001 after a work accident. 

A striker for Pelsall Villa at the 
time, it was expected he would have 
eventually ended up in the red strip of 
Walsall Football Club. If alive today he 
would be turning 45 in October. 

Danny’s death shocked the commu¬ 
nity with friends and family immedi¬ 
ately travelling to Newcastle where he 
lay in hospital. 

But he never recovered from his in¬ 
juries and died shortly after, leaving 
behind two young children. 

A memorial bench was placed on the 
Common in memory of Danny in 2002, 
but had to be taken down earlier this 
year due to wear and tear and mild 
vandalism. 

Family 

Danny’s family were devastated, 
until local businesses stepped in to 
help and provided a new bench free of 
charge. 

His family, including 22-year-old 
son Connor Donovan and sister-in- 
law Jill Hubbard, said they wanted to 
give their thanks to everyone who had 
made the new bench possible. 

Mrs Hubbard said: “We just want to 
say thank you to Haywood and Sons of 
Walsall and All Country Road Mark¬ 
ings, as they helped bring this all to¬ 
gether for free. Danny was a very well 
known young man in the area. He was 
a very popular, loveable rogue from 
the estate.

SIMON PENFOLD test drives 
an excavator at Caterpillar 
dealer Finning in Cannock 

I AM very delicately trying to pick 
up a bucketload of gravel us¬ 
ing what Finning UK would de¬ 
scribed as a reasonably priced 
Caterpillar compact excavator. 

It may be reasonably priced but I am still 
terrified of breaking it, or of making myself 
look a complete wally. 

I’ve been let loose at the controls of a five- 
tonne 305 excavator. It’s a neat little 42 
horsepower machine with a cab that is sur¬ 
prisingly comfortable and full of controls. 
Two operate the digger arm and the bucket. 
Two sticks can control the digger moving 
backwards and forwards, but we’ll skip that 
today. I’ve got my hands full as it is. 

I slowly swivel the cab to face a pile of 
gravel, extend the arm, tilt the bucket 
and scoop up some gravel. It’s a patheti¬ 
cally small amount but I feel an inordinate 
amount of pride. I empty it out and do it 
again, getting more this time. I realise I am 
having the most enormous fun. 

And it is that ‘try before you buy’ ap¬ 
proach that underlines a new sales strategy 
at Cannock Caterpillar equipment dealer 
Finning UK. It is taking the tried and 
tested techniques of a car dealership and 
applying them to the builders and small 
companies looking at buying a compact Cat. 

Qualify 

As Finning’s Jeff Scholfield says: “Let 
someone loose in one of these machines and 
it can virtually sell itself.” 

A few minutes’ instruction from Finning 
product manager Tom Moss and even a 
complete novice like myself is off and away. 
A week’s training would qualify most peo¬ 
ple for a CPCS - Contract Plant Compe¬ 
tence Scheme - operator card. And with an 
increasing shortage in trained operators, 
Finning believes its tapping into a growing 
market for its smaller machines. 

Jeff Schofield had led the team aiming 
to transform the way Finning retails its 
smaller machines, but credits company 
MD Kevin Parkes with driving the idea: “It 
started off at the Plantworx trade show last 
June, where we had people trying out the 
machines, and started thinking ‘Why do we 
only do this once a year?’. Kevin said we 
should be able to do this for people when 
they came to Cannock.” 

The culmination has been the recent 
opening of Finning’s first Cat Compact 
Store at its headquarters on Watling Street 
in Cannock. Like a car showroom it has ma¬ 
chinery on display inside and out, as well 
as Caterpillar-branded T-shirts, mugs and 
workboots.

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2 Sisters 
sells its 
red meat 
division 

FOOD group 2 Sisters, 
which has chicken pro¬ 
cessing factories in the 
West Midlands, has sold 
its red meat division. 

Kepak Group is buying 
the business and assets 
of 2 Sisters Red Meat, in¬ 
cluding four UK produc¬ 
tion facilities and a cold 
storage facility in Truro. 

The production sites 
are the beef and lamb 
processing factories in 
Merthyr Tydfil, Wales, 
and McIntosh Donald in 
Portlethen, Scotland, a 
retail packing factory at 
Victoria, Cornwall, and 
a beef processing site in 
Bodmin, Cornwall. 

About 1,700 people 
are employed by 2 Sis¬ 
ters Red Meat. The sites, 
which operate under the 
brands McIntosh Don¬ 
ald and St Merryn, were 
bought by 2 Sisters from 
Vion in 2013 in a £30 mil¬ 
lion deal. The red meat 
business has since made 
losses in three of four fi¬ 
nancial years. 

Ranjit Singh Boparan, 
president of 2 Sisters’ 
parent Boparan Hold¬ 
ings, said: “We have had 
approaches over the past 
four years for our red 
meat operations, and 
we have been talking to 
several interested parties 
during this period. 

“But as we always 
make clear, any sale has 
to be at the right time 
with the right buyer.” 


Increase 
in attacks 
by prison 
inmates 

ATTACKS by prison¬ 
ers on staff and other 
inmates have rocketed 
to record levels in West 
Midlands jails over the 
last five years, new fig¬ 
ures reveal. 

According to Ministry 
of Justice (MoJ) figures, 
South Staffordshire’s 
three prisons saw 313 
assaults on staff last year 
- four times as many as 
in 2012. 

And the data shows 
that prisoner-on-pris¬ 
oner assaults in HMP 
Oakwood, HMP Feather- 
stone and Brinsford YOI 
jumped to almost 1,000 
last year, in what has 
been described as an ‘ex¬ 
tremely concerning’ rise 
in violence. 

Despite the sharp 
spike in assaults, all 
three institutions were 
said to be meeting the 
majority of their targets 
in the latest MoJ prison 
performance tables. 

However, HMP Bir¬ 
mingham was given the 
bottom rung rating in 
the tables, with MoJ in¬ 
spectors branding the 
prison’s performance 
as being of ‘serious con¬ 
cern’. 

It is the second year 
running that the prison 
has been awarded the 
lowest possible grade, 
with a staggering 434 as¬ 
saults on staff recorded 
in 2017, compared to 75 
in 2012.

I’m looking 
forward to performing tracks from it on my 
own odyssey around the UK.” 

His Piano Portraits album in January 
2017 made chart history, becoming the first 
solo piano album to enter the UK’s Top 10, 
eventually reaching number six. 

Inspired by the unprecedented public 
reaction to his cover of Bowie’s Life On 
Mars - he also played on Bowie’s original - 
the album features instrumental versions of 
hits that Rick was originally involved with, 
such as Space Oddity and Morning Has 
Broken, as well as others he chose for their 
melodies, including Stairway To Heaven. 

The December dates - including 
Birmingham - are a Christmas tour in which 
the set list will be given a seasonal twist. 


LONG-LOST Tony Hancock radio 
scripts from the 1950s are to be 
revived in the Black Country, the 
home region of scriptwriter Larry 
Stephens. 

The Lost Hancocks: Vacant Lot will be 
performed at Stourbridge Town Hall’s 
Wollaston Studio on September 19. 

Birmingham-born Tony Hancock was a 
giant of post-war British comedy, best known 
for his radio and television series Hancock’s 
Half-Hour. The story behind the scripts goes 
back 66 years to 1952, when comedy writer 


Larry Stephens - who lived in Halesowen - 
convinced the BBC to let him create a comedy 
series for his friend Hancock. 

Entitled Vacant Lot, the series focused 
on life in the faded fictional seaside town of 
Churdley Bay where the blundering, pompous 
Hancock aspires to better his lot. 

Despite featuring a supporting cast of 
colourful characters - with Peter Sellers 
and Spike Milligan among those mooted for 
roles - the series was never recorded. The 
scripts have lain buried in the BBC archives 
for more than six decades, despite their 
links to Hancock and Goon Show writer, jazz 
pianist and former Commando Stephens. The 


acclaimed writer was to die at the age of 35 in 
1959 from a cerebral haemorrhage. 

Alex Jackson, booker for Dudley Borough 
Halls, said: “We are thrilled to be working 
with the brilliant Birmingham Comedy 
Festival on this very exciting show, featuring 
a really wonderful cast.” That cast includes 
impressionist James Hurn from TV’s Dead 
Ringers and Janice Connolly, AKA comedian 
Mrs Barbara Nice. 

Dave Freak, show director, said: “Here we 
get a rare glimpse of a pre-superstar Hancock, 
in what would have been his first major 
leading role.”

There’s something missing on the latest Kia, 
although you may hardly notice. Or indeed care. 

Especially as it’s all about the way the name is 
presented, with the over complicated and now former 
c’eed becoming simply Ceed. 

It’s the sort of thing that bothers car makers rather 
more than the folk who buy their product, but from now 
on it’s simply Ceed - as in a car for the Community of 
Europe, with European Design. 

This latest version of a car that has been a solid seller 
since they started to appear in 2006 looks a lot like the 
old one (no bad thing) but sharpened up all round and a 
little bit wider but lower for a more athletic look. 

More practically, the result is a bigger boot and more 
shoulder room for rear seat passengers in this five-door 
hatchback, which continues to offer enough space for a 
growing family and their luggage. 

The dashboard looks more upmarket and modern 
while, thankfully, keeping enough old fashioned buttons 
to make life for the driver both more convenient and 
safer than relying too much on the finger dabs and 
swipes on a touchscreen. 

There’s a choice of three engines, two petrol and one 
diesel. Leading the petrol charge is an undated version 
of the existing 1.0 litre with 118bhp. More power is 
available from a new 1.4 litre petrol unit which replaces 
the old and larger 1.6 and with 138bhp on tap is actually

modestly more potent. It’s also usefully economical, 
with 48.7mpg on the new official test and 132g/km of 
emissions. 

Showing there’s life in diesels yet, your Ceed can have 
a new 1.6 litre 114bhp powerplant on board. It’s 99g/km 
emissions figure will be a temptation to people buying 
a new Ceed for business use and so will its 74.3mpg 
official economy boast. 

As standard all three engines are mated to a crisp¬ 
changing six-speed manual gearbox; a seven-speed 
auto is an option on the diesel and 1.4 petrol variants. 

Eking our every last drop of fuel, Ceeds with a new 
ECO pack slip through the air more easily thanks to a 
flap that blanks out the radiator grille when there is no 
need for total engine cooling and lowered suspension 
and an underbody cover help too. So too do special 
tyres that take less effort to roll along the road. 

The newcomer is available in four grades, starting with 
‘2’ and moving through Blue Edition and ‘3’ to top out 
with the bells and whistles First Edition. Prices range 
from £18,295 for a 1.0 litre in ‘2’ spec to £26,850 for a 
First Edition 1.4 with auto gears. Diesels start at £19,545 
and 1.4 petrols at £21,095. 

Even the entry level Ceed lacks for little, taking in 
cruise control, 16ins alloy wheels, electric windows all 
round, air conditioning, reversing camera, DAB radio, 
Bluetooth and Android Auto and Apple CarPlay. 

A suite of safety additions include blind spot 
collision warning and forward collision avoidance that 
recognises if you close too quickly on a vehicle or 
pedestrian and will start braking if you don’t. 

Kia pointed us towards the Tatra mountains in Slovakia 
on the Ceed’s press launch with the new 1.6 diesel 
initially doing the hard work. 

It didn’t take many kilometres to appreciate the car’s 
newfound quietness or a ride that smoothly laughed off 
the odd bit of Slovakian road surface that was’t spirit 
level flat. 

Turning to the new Ceed, but with the new 1.4 petrol 
engine aboard, produced a car transformed, with more 
immediate performance on tap and a more confident 
feel on the corners. This time the 8.6 seconds to 62mph 
felt briskly correct. 

Even hampered on the economy front by an (optional) 
automatic gearbox, the car made a compelling case for 
petrol with 54.5mpg on the trip readout. It’s the one to 
choose this time unless you absolutely need to wring 
out every last drop of fuel.

Vauxhall has clearly kept up with motorists’ tastes as well as technology in evolving the Corsa to keep it well within top ten sales slot

There can be few people - car buffs or not - 
who don’t know the name Corsa. 

That’s because Vauxhall’s supermini has 
been around for 25 years and comes in so 
many guises that it has remained a big hit with 
British motorists, rarely falling out of the top 
ten of their favourite cars. 

Why? Well its cheeky styling, practicality, 
economy and what is for many an essential 
factor - it’s fun to drive. 

No more so than the test car, a three-door 
version powered by Vauxhall’s 1.4 litre petrol 
engine and in sports-themed SRi trim. Its list 
price is £14,345 but that’s before some of the 
extra showcased on the test car, which we’ll 
come to later. 

The engine turns out 100PS of power, but 
thanks to turbocharging has a healthy 200Nm 
of torque (that compares to 75Ps and 130Nm 
for the naturally aspirated 1.4). That of course 
translates into livelier performance and 
acceleration, but also changes its character 
- more relaxed, less gearchanging and more 
refined. 

There are more powerful versions such as 
the new 1.6 GSI and the 21 OPs Corsa VXR, 
but the SRi strikes a balance between the 
lower-powered economy versions and the 
more focussed sports models with their firmer 
ride and higher costs. 

Not that the SRi is anything less than 
dynamic: Vauxhall has had plenty of time to 
hone that impressive balance between that 
‘on rails’ cornering feel with excellent ride 
comfort for a supermini. 

The Corsa has, of course, grown over the 
years so seats four (or five at a squeeze) with 
plenty of head and leg room, front and back. 



The SRi’s interior is attractive 


The boot has 280 litres of luggage space, 
rising to 1,000 litres if you fold the rear seats 
down. 

The SRi’s interior is attractive, with quality 
upholstery and a car-wide, colour-coded 
metallic strip (in this case red) breaking up 
the black of the dash. A comprehensive 
colour touch screen control dominates the 
centre console, with climate control and other 
switches neatly arranged. There are remote 
controls on the steering wheel too. 

On the road the SRi is fiesty, with a brisk 0 to 
62mph sprint time of 11 seconds but it actually 
feels more sporty than that due to its quick 
turn-in and excellent balance through corners. 
The turbo’s torque means its potential can be 
fulfilled in a more relaxed, grown-up manner. 

The engine is smooth and free-revving, 
again striking a decent balance - producing a 
sporty growl under determined acceleration 
but very much in the background for relaxed 
cruising. 


Its official fuel average is 55.4mpg, with C02 
emissions of 119g/km. 

The SRi comes as standard with 
Vauxhall’s Intellilink audio/phone system, air 
conditioning, cruise control, multi-function 
steering wheel (with finger/thumb controls for 
cruise, phone and audio), heated windscreen, 
automatic lights, rain sensitive wipers and an 
array of safety systems from six airbags to an 
electronic stability programme. 

As well as the body-coloured trim strip 


across the dash, the SRi is distinguished by its 
black B-pillars, 16-inch black alloy wheels and 
chrome-effect surrounds for the fog lights. 

The test car was fitted with Vauxhall’s OnStar 
system (a £415 option) which puts you in touch 
with a human ‘assistant’ and give access to a 
whole range of services. The most important 
of these is probably emergency assistance - 
at the touch of a button you can contact the 
operator (who will know where the car is even 
if you don’t) and summon help. 


The front and rear parking sensors added 
£465 and the navigation system £650. 

Corsa prices start at £11,045 and the petrol- 
driven range includes a 1.4 (75 and 90PS) and 
1.0 turbo options, with SRi trim available with 
a choice of engines. The test car is rated at 
group 10E for insurance purposes. 

Vauxhall has clearly kept up with motorists’ 
tastes as well as technology in evolving the 
Corsa to keep it well within the top ten sales 
slot.

Lee Hendrie gives youngsters a chance to get back into the game 



Lee Hendrie knows the highs and lows of football 



Looking back - Lee Hendrie alongside Gareth Barry 


Hendrie helps lead way 
- in or out of football 


HE made 271 appearances for Villa, 
scoring 27 goals along the way - but now 
Lee Hendrie is giving something back to 
the game, and the club, which gave him 
so much. 

Making his first-team debut for the club he 
supported as a boy, it was far from a dream 
start for the then 18-year-old who earned him¬ 
self a sending off during a 1-0 defeat to QPR in 
December 1995. 

Fast forward two decades and it’s experiences like 
that which give him hope that he can be the ideal role 
model to the youth now dreaming of doing exactly 
what he did as a fresh-faced midfielder. 

Joining fellow former Villa youth player Ryan 
Amoo, the 41-year-old set-up the Lee Hendrie Acad¬ 
emy three years ago, which aims to help young foot¬ 
ballers find a way back into the game which so often 
chews up and spits out thousands of kids each year. 

He understands that it’s the ‘love’ of the game 
which keeps kids coming back to a sport which is 
renowned for putting the best on a pedestal, while 
seemingly forgetting those who never quite achieved 
the same acclaim. 

Buzz 

“I love football and I always want to be involved in 
football so, I like to watch football, I like to talk about 
football, I like to coach football,” he beams. 

It’s safe to say the buzz of scoring goals and crunch¬ 
ing tackles is still strong, even if he’s not the one 
doing it. 

“Every avenue that I can give something back to 
the game, that’s what I’ve took on-board,” he adds. “I 
set up the Academy just to help a few of these young¬ 
sters get on their feet. 

“Some of the lads are potentially not going to get 
into a football club but some of these lads leave school 
at 16, and where do they go from there?” 

It’s a great question. For every Lee Hendrie in the 
world, there are countless players who never quite 
made it. Those, who for one reason or another, didn’t 
get offered a professional contract. Where do they 
go? Often they end up playing back at a grassroots 
level, far away from the bright lights of the Premier 
League, looking for the next chance to showcase their

talents to someone who might be able to give them a 
chance to play the sport they love for a living. 

Plenty consider it the end of their dream, but Hen¬ 
drie doesn’t think that should be the case. 

“I just think there’s so much avenue for young¬ 
sters to get back into the game,” he insists. “My ideal 
opportunity is that we get a very good foundation of 
young players that have maybe been released from 
football clubs, and it gives them another way of trying 
to get back into football, because certain kids at 16 get 
released from clubs and they think it’s finished and 
it’s over, but it’s not. 

“If I see potential in someone I’ll certainly try and 
get them into a football club so they can get back on 
the ladder and try and prove a point to clubs.” 

What has helped for Hendrie, Amoo and those kids 
who have become a part of their academy set-up, is 
the former midfielder’s links with the biggest club in 
the Midlands. 

Recently creating a link with the Aston Villa Foun¬ 
dation, academy members now have a true pathway 
into professional football - and one willing to provide 
a chance to youth. Jack Grealish, Andre Green, Marc 
Albrighton, Gabriel Agbonlahor and even Gary Ca¬ 
hill are notable products of Villa’s youth system who 
followed Hendrie. 

All of those aforementioned players played first- 
team football at Villa Park, and while he understands 
that won’t be the case for all of those under his wing, 
the one-time England international wants to give 
them all that chance. 

“This will be our fourth year coming around,” he 
said. “Having that link with Villa now is extra spe¬ 


cial because we can take the lads up and play friendly 
games at Bodymoor Heath. There have been a couple 
of lads we’ve sent in on-trial, there’s plenty of poten¬ 
tial players out there in grassroots football that don’t 
get the opportunity to prove themselves or approach 
a professional club. I’ve sent a few lads down to Villa 
and they’ve been playing with the under-23s and been 
on three or four-week trials. 

“I’d like it to be (a feeder for Villa). We run along¬ 
side Villa and their foundation, it’s not the academy 
that they have at Bodymoor Heath every day. 

“But Villa have done the foundation side of it where 
they’re talking to the grassroots kids and you know 
they’re going to get a lot of kids come through that 
system. Having that tie with them and being associ¬ 
ated with them, it’s a key factor for us that they can 
have a feel of actually going in and playing at Body¬ 
moor Heath and maybe getting themselves a trial if 
they’re good enough to get put forward. 

“Its been a great connection, having that with the 
club itself. 

“We do the soccer camps that are really good, we’ve 
taken four or five lads, eight, nine, 10-year-olds that 
have signed for Villa which has been a great advert 
for what we do.” 

Contrast 

It’s a long slog from the youth processes of old, 
when prospects wouldn’t be showered with cash and 
have clubs deciding their every move. 

Nowadays promising stars are earning countless 
sums before they’ve even kicked a ball. It’s a huge 
contrast to the days of cleaning senior players’ boots 
after a matchday. 

“Me and Ryan came through the youth system our¬ 
selves, the old one where we did the boot cleaning and 
I think these days it’s just a matter of giving these 
kids some guidance on where we might have gone 
wrong and might have made the wrong decisions,” 
adds Hendrie. 

“The main thing for me is learning a lot of respect. 
Sometimes these young kids get knocked for not hav¬ 
ing respect for people, and it’s respecting the game as 
well as people. We’re pretty hard on the lads because 
we want to get the best out of these kids. I’ve been 
through tough times myself and I’ve had to dig deep, 
and at the same time I’ve been at the top.”
